A very interesting question has come up in Post 
Office Inspector Williams’ office which cannot fail 
to attract a great deal of attention, as it deals with 
that large part of humanity engagea in collecting 
tampa, popularly Known as stamp fiends.”

I hold in my hands isa collection of stamps which 
alone, if used for a wrong purpose, would defraud 
the Department out of hundreds of dollars. For 
instance, suppose that a dishonest mester should 
wish to defraud. Being required by the law to affix 
the requisjte number of stampa to the record stub, 
showing the amount paid in by publishers for news-

—and the proportions hold equaliy true in 1885—it 
was found that there were in the country 8,270,509 
native white males who had reached the age of 21 
years, Of this total 5,950,804, or nearly three- 

were between the ages of 21 and 45 inolu- 
sive, and only 2,310,705 were above 4. In other 
words, of every 100 men of the voting age this fall 
only 26 were old enough to cast their ballots in 1800. 
That is to say, the overwhelming majority of our 
present voters are men who were only boys when 
the war broke out. Nearly one-fifth of the whole 
pumber, 1,646,708, were not born until after the 
firing on Fort Sumpter. So great are the ravages 
of death among the elders that this aggregate of 
the men who are 21, ., 23, and 24 years old exceeds 
the number (1,603,076) of those who have survived 
their fifty-second year.

Attempted Assault on the First Distriet 
Poliee Justice—-T e Day's Cases.

Mr. Ledergerber,representing the father,reviewed 
the evidence this morning aud cited authorities in 
support of his position that the father was entitled 
to the possession of his child, He commeuted upon 
the fact that Mrs. Wueppert, — peneees ousto tian. 
was a fortune- teller, and conte that nothing 
had been offered to show toat tue father was not a 
fit and proper person to bave the care and control 
of his uter. He shared the economic habits of 
German families, and the loss of the 
iris services alone was a matter for 
some consideration. It had been stated that he 
whipped the little girl on one occasion with a 
leather strap, but parents were allowed some dis- 
cretion in enforcing family disciplise. The Wuep- 
perte bad — a strong influence over the 
child, so that she had expressed no desire to retura 
home, but no one could call ia question the right 
of the father tothe ion of tne girl, 
and no one could show any autuority for the action 
of the Wuepperts in restraining her.
